tobe deferred until a later date. 


Following regular Chamber business 
the meeting was turned over to district 
agriculturist J. 8. Robbiee, who asked 
field supervisor F,. W. Maddex to in- 
troduce the contestants and announce 
the winners of the. competition. 

Mr, Maddex, in a few remarks, said 

that all were familiar with the object 
of the “Save the Soll” campaign. He 
expresed his regrets at the absence of 
Jim Neil. Noting with pleasure that 
the prize was moving from one district 
to another he said that as Wainwright 
and Chauvin had now scored, he looked 
forward to the prize going to another 
point in the coming campaign. 
‘ First he announced the winners of, 
the first yéar contest. The award for 
the Irma district going to M. Czeperak, 
for Wainwright to Lioyd Davis, Ed- 
gerton to Paul Belik (whose brother 
Mike had been the winner last year, and 
for Chauvin to Jim Neil.

Mr. Robblee then called on Gordon 
R. Sterling, Supervisor of Soil Conser- 
vation and’ Weed Control for the’ De- 
partment of Agriculture, explaining 
that he. would talk on conservation for 
the farm and farm planning. 

Mr. Sterling, in opening his remarks, 
had a few’ words of praise for the Cham. 
ber of Commerce and Agriculture, but 
said it was indeed a pleasure to bee a 
meetizig conducted with so-much punch 
as had been in. evidence that evening. 
Referring to finances for improve- 
ments, he said they were up against 
much the same problems in Edmonton, 
needing much in the way of facilities 
and always being faced with the prob- 
lem of raising the required funds. 

He said that he was’ pleased that 
the organization was called’ the Cham- 
ber of Commercea nd Agriculture, but 
complained that he had not heard too 
much about agriculture in the minutes. 

He urged that we do not overlook 
the importance of agriculture, point- 
ing out that practically everything we 
had eaten at the preceding banquet 
came either directly or indirectly from 
the farm. 

Referring to world food problems, hé 
said that approximately 2,000 children 
were born every minute, but that the 
death rate did not keep up, with the 
result that we had a growing world 
population which would demand grow- 
ing food production. Unless we improve 
our agriculture we will have a starv- 
ing world, with all its associated ills, 
he pointed out. 

The success of our businesses de- 
pended directly on the success of ag- 
riculture. 

He then proceeded to give ‘an illus- 
trated talk on how not to farm. Using 
colored slides he showed the ills of

of green manure and properly clean- 
ed seed, : 

Briefly he went over a number of 
farm plans, pointing out how a little 


better laying out of fields could make. 


farming’ much more convenient.

Soil program was the idea that “Our 
Soil, is our resource,” he said, Con- 
sidered opinion is now placing con- 
siderable emphass on the fact that the 
foundation of soil fertility may be lost 
unless something is done about it, That 
is why the campaign is under way for 
real action is needed if our soil is not 
to give out on us, 


The basis used in judging the cams 
paign was not how well ‘the land was 
cultivated or seeded, but what is be. 
ing done to save the soil and in making 
their inspections they were constantly 
on the watch for any steps that were 
being taken to avoid the soil wearing 
out. Where they found such action was 
being taken they had scored aécording- 
ly. They were looking for livestock, 
for hay and pasture fields, for manure 
being used on the land, for anything 
that indicated an intelligent conserva- 
tion program. 

The number of farms where con- 
servation, or the return of fertility was 
being. practised were not too num- 
erous he had found. Referring to old- 
fashioned cropping methods he said 
that the good black summerfallow that 
was one ‘considered the cure-all for 
farm land, had proven inadequate. 
Summerfallowing one year and crop- 
ping for two was the kind of farming 
that was depleting our soil and leav. 
ing it in a condition where it was sub- 
ject to various forms of erosion, 

He congratulated the Chamber of 
Commerce for the part they were tak- 
ing in assisting the Save-the-Soll com- 
petition and had a very good word 
for those who had been responsible for 
its institution. He also favored the 
idea of having the competition run for 
five years. 

In closing he again stressed the im- 
portance of returning something to the 
soll to assure its fertility in the future 

Mr. Robblee after thanking the speak. 
er said that cropping extensively and 
summerfallowing extensively are sure 
to be our downfall unless we mend our 
ways. Many of us may feel that the ag 
ricultural experts are false prophets 
of gloom, but records sliow that despite 
the fact that we are now seeding great- 
ly improved varieties of crops, yields 
are continuallly going down. 

He then called on, Ted Hawker, hor- 
ticulturist of the Vermilion School of 
Agriculture. 

Mr. Hawker said that he had taken 
part in judging the Save-the-Soil ¢am- 
paign, and found the work enjoyable. 
He was particularly impressed with the 
shejter belts on the Neil farm which 

placed well.back from the fence 
line. This was a required procedure in 
Saskatchewan, and he said it was really 
unusual to find a farmer who follow- 
ed this practise voluntarily. He said 
the Neil shelter belts had been so plac- 
ed ‘well before the governments had 
thought of taking action about it.

Joseph Wolok, 47, of Winnipeg, Man- 
itoba, was killed almost instantly on 
Saturday afternoon when he was bur- . 
ied alive while working on the new } 
town sewage system, 

‘At the time of the accident, which AE, 
occurred about 8:45 in the afternoon, ee 
he was engaged in a cross ditch laying 
a branch line to the Davidson Dairy. 
The ditch was quite well braced, but 
a large chunk became loose about mid 
way across the road, and slipped in on 
him pinning him at the bottom of the 
ditch. 

Fellow workers immediately set to 
work in an effort to dig him eut, ut 
uere unable to rescue him in time, The y 
doctors: of the clinic were summoned 
and admisitered artificial respiraton ' 
and oxygen for an hour, but without 
avail. ' 

Mr, Wolok was a married man, his 
home being at Winnipeg, Man. 


An inquest was held on Monday into 
Woloke death, and the following ver- 
dict was arrived at: 

“We find Joseph Wolok mét his 

death at about 3:60 p.m, on Saturday, 

5th, November, 1949 while working

in which things are handled in Wainwright. 

The move was the result of experience of last winter 
which indicated the pressing need for a better entrance to the 
. Fink, and more adequate quarters for changing to skates and 
“getting warmed up.” Over and above this was the fact that 
quite of bit of the expense had to be incurred in order to use 
the sewer and water facilities which had be run to the rink. 
This latter required the’ construction of an insulated building 
about 20 feet square for the purpose of forming a terminus 
_ for the water line and housing toilet facilities. 

The addition, which is now on paper and perhaps will be 
actually under way by the time you read this, will provide 
toilet facilities, ladies’ and men’s dressing rooms, a ticket of- 
fice, and a wide corridor across the front of the present rink.

CHAUVIN SCHOOL TO BE OFICIALLY. OPENED 
Friday November the 18th will be a ted letter day in the 
Chauvin district, for on that date the new school at Chauvin 


will ‘be officially opened..The occupation of the new school 
whieh oceurred at the opening of the fall term, saw the culmin- 


ation of years of effort by the local board, and people of the . 


town and district.: For many years the urgent need of better 
quarters in which to educate the children: of the district had 
been keenly ‘felt, and from time to time various plans had 
‘been brought ‘forward and considered, but it was not until a- 
bout six years ago that real action was taken. At that time it 
took the form of the establishment of a sinking fund into which 
the local district put $1,000 a year. This fund built up for a 
few years before the district finally entered the School. Div- 
ision. At that time, it was the intention of the local board to 
build a school of rather modest size, and their entry into the 
Division was on an agreement that the local school divisioriv 


bear an additional $1,000 per year until the share of the cost’ 


.of any new building was covered. 

(This amoynt was later raised to $1,500, and later yet an 
amended agreement was established» which provided $18,000 
as the ceiling of Chauvin’s capital payments). 

Little did the local trustees dream of a building such as 
now graces the old school grounds. Modern in every respect, 
with ample rooms factlities, a spacious auditorium-playroom, 
the school is one which has attracted attention from even as 
far away as Camrose. (The trustees of Camrose School were 
recent visitors to the various schools in the Wainwright School 
Division, looking over their building plans). , 

It is hoped that there will be a good turnout at the open- 
ing, which will take place at 2:30 p.m. Dr. W. H. Swift, Deputy 
Minister of Education will speak on the occasion.

Town Topics 


There's a subject that has been 
kicked aroung the town and munici- 
pality for a long, long time but has 
never been given enough considera- 
tion by anyone. Every once in a while 
something crops up that brings it to 
light again, but it always. seems to 
sink back into oblivion before any- 
thing is done about it. 

The subject is the care of our older 
citizens, particularly those who have 
no families to look after them. We feel 
that this is one duty that the whole 
country falls down on very badly and 
one that requires a lot of careful 
study from a sympathetic as well as 
a financial point of view. 

Our attitude up to the present has 
been to give them a pittance to get 
along with if they qualified under a 
“means test”, and then to let them 
sink or swim as best they could. If we 
happened to see them sinking before 
they went right under we might try 
to salvage them by sending them 
away from their friends ang home 
surroundings to some Old Folks Home 
in Edmonton or Calgary, a step which 
usually speeded up rather than stop- 
ped the sinking process. When you 
look at it, a rather cruel way to treat 
people who have been useful citizens 
to the community but have grown toe 
old to be entirely independent,

ALBERTA’S HONEY CROP, 1949 

In spite of a 38% reduction tn the 
honey crop this year, Alberta is sec- 
ond. only to Ontario as a honey pro- 
ducing province, The quality of Alber 
ta honey is uniformly high.’ It is wat- 
er-white in colour and 
flavour and density. 

W. G. leMaistre, Provincial Aplar- 
ist, Alberta Department of Agricul- 
ture, advises that the reduction in 
volume this year is due only partly to 
lower yield. It.is true, he s, that 
the per colony, yield was loWer, but 
the drop from this cause was only 10 
per cent. The big drop from 10,000,000 
pounds last year to 6,000,000 pounds 
this year has resulted from a reduc- 
tion in the number of colonies main- 
tained. These have . dropped from 
70,000 to 65,000. Many war-time bee- 
keepers have gone out of business 
chiefly because of the changing mar- 
ket conditions and the relatively low 
price for honey.

CALFHOOD VACCINATION 

Dr. Max Saville has informed this 
office that he is now ready to do «alf- 
| hood vaccination in districts that are 
| organizéd: ‘By’ organization we mean 
farmers getting together and organ- 


izing their districts so that When the 


Veterinarian arrives very little time 
is lost rounding up calves or finding 
the farmer away. It is only through 
organizations that the cost of calf- 
‘hood vaccination cari be kept down to 
a minimum. If you are not organized 
and you wish your. calves vaccinated 
the. Veterinarian will be forced to 
charge milage and work by the hour. 
Dr. Saville has informed me, that due 
to his large district in both Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta he will only be 
able ‘to do the vaccinating on an or- 
ganized basis. The cost of calfhood 
vaccination is 75c per head when or- 
ganized. It is only through good or- 
ganization that we are able to reach 
every farmer and thus stamp out this 
dread disease. 


“SAVE THE SOIL” CAMPAIGN 


A series of, Agricultural Meetings, 
in conjunction with the “Save the 
Soil” Campaign, have been completed 
once more. I might just take this op- 
portunity to say how disappointed we 
were with some of the turn-outs. 
Chauvin, Edgerton and Irma were 
particularly poor. The Wainwright 
meeting sponsored by «he Wainwright 
anqg District C. of C. and Agriculture 
was very good, with a very nice turn- 
out of farmers. It céuld be said that 
part of the poor attendance could be 
attributed to the extremely fine weath 
er we have experienced the past couple 
of weeks, and the farmers are making 
good use of every minute to get 
things in shape for Winter. Really I 
don’t blame them as I would most lik- 
ely do the same thing. We are sug- 
gesting another series later on when 
the farmer has very little excuse to 
stay home.

KEEP DAIRY SIRE 
IN GOOD CO ITION 
The reproductive ability of | the 


dairy herd is directly influenced . by 
the condition of the herd sire. Bulls 
in “high fit’ or too well fed tend. to be 
come sluggish and indifferent at mat- 
ing time. For the best breeding résults 
bulls should be kept in Ught flesh, 
“thin” rather than fleshed to please 
the eye. 

The dairy sire in service should be 
fed good quality legume hay or good 
mixed legume and grass hay at the 
rate of about one pound of hay for 
each 100 pounds live weight daily. If 
silage or roots are available, they may 
replace a portion of the hay at the 
rate of three pounds of silage for each 
pound of hay—to the extent of 12 or 
15 pounds of roots or silage \ dally. 
Heavy feeding of roughages should ‘be 
avoided: as they tend to make a bull 
paunchy. Bulls on a heavy breeding 
schedule such as seasonal breeding or 
at an artificial breeding centre, will 
require a heavier rate of feeding to 
maintain body weight. 

The rate of grain feeding should be 
governed by the condition of the bull. 
If in rundown condition it may be fed 
up to 8 pounds of grain daily until 
suitable fleshing is recovered. If the 
bull is in satisfactory breeding con- 
dition 4 to 5 pounds of grain is suffic- 
lent for maintaining normal service 
condition. 

A suitable grain mixture consists of 
four parts oats, three parts barley, 
two parts bran, and one part linseed 
oil meal, Salt and minerals may be 
mixed with the ration at the rate of 
one per cent each or fed at the rate 
of one to one-and-one-half © ounces 
each daily. 

The practice followed at the Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, says V..8. Lo- 
gan, Assistant, Dairy Cattle, is to 
supply green roughage such as oats, 
alfalfa or grass during the summer 
months. This is considered to have a 
stimulating effect on the viability of 
the sperm and the quality of the 
semen. 

The bull should receive exercise re- 
gularly in a:paddock or exercising 
yard. His feet should be examined 
from time to time and the hoofs par- 
ed when they become outgrown. San- 
itation in the winter quarters is an 
important precaytion to avoid lice or 
infection. In handling a bull it should 
be kept in mind that even the quietest 
bull is potentially dangerous.

DON’T BREED GILTS 
TOO EARLY ‘is 

The time to breed a gilt depends not 
80. much on age as on the stage of dev 
elopment. Gilts should not be bred un- 
til they reach sufficient size that 
carrying their litter will not affect 
their future growth. This:is generally 
at about 225 to 275 pounds from 7 to 
10 months of age. 

Too often one sees mature York 
shire sows .weighing around 300 Ibs. 
when they. should be’ from 400 to 500, 
says J. G. Stothart, Dominion Bxper- 
imental Station, Lacombe, Alta. In 
many cases this can-be traced to too 
early breeding, although feeding also 
may have played a part. The young 
sow with her first litter is still grow- 
ing, and it is most important that she 
reach a good size before being bred. 
Then she can continue her own dev- 
elopment as well as produce a strong 
litter. 

Dollars and cents should not be 
overlooked, for the, extra, 25 to 50 
pounds on the gilt, before being bred, 
often means 100 to 200 pounds more 
on the mature sow. This in turn 
means more profit when the sow is 
finally marketed. It also means a bet- 
ter developed sow; one that can raise 
a large litter without going too far 
down in flesh; and one in condition to 
be bred again shortly after weaning. 

The bred gilt should receive every 
econsideration.in handling and feeding. 
Remember she is still growing and 
therefore needs extra protein and 
minerals to allow for her growth, and 
for the development of her litter.’ The 
value of pasture or green feed cannot 
be overestimated for the pregnant gilt 
or the pregnant sow for that matter. 
Possibly it is the combination of suc- 
tculence in pasture, along with the 
exercise the animals get; that allows 
for the complete utilization of the 
grain ration, and makes pasture or 
green feed a “must” in handling gilts. 

In winter, well-cured alfalfa or 
clover hay placed in a rack 4 little 
distance from the sleeping quartere 
will provide excellent feed and allow 
for exercise.

'| Tt was only another small news item 


on most mid-October sport pages, And 
since Talmadge Bussey wasn't a very 
well-known boxer few readers paus- 
ed long over the account of ‘his death— 
caused by injuries suffered ‘in a box- 
ing. bout. 


But the Detroit fighter’s death rais- 
ed this year’s death toll in’ profession- 
al boxing to 14 throughout the world 
That has alarmed fight, promoters and 
officials for it is only one short of the 
record 15 in 1946. 


The United States, boxing’s biggest 
stamping grounds, was most heavily 
hit in 1946 with 11 deaths. This year 
Talmadge’s death was the ninth in 
that country, matching the number 
killed th 1947 and 1948. 

‘The alarming aspect in this resur- 
gence of ring fatalities is that it should 
be just the opposite. Almost, every 
year new safety rules are invoked to 
cut down the dangers for fighters. And 
there are far fewer fights being etag- 
ed and far fewer athletes making the 
sport their livelihood. 


Therefore the death toll should be- 


smaller. But it’s not, and, in fact,. is 
higher in proportion to the number of 
fighters, 

Boxing is, perhaps, the cruellest of 
sports. Each fighter spends years con- 
ditioning and training himself to pack 
a punch that will physically injure 
his opponent. His objective is to knock 
out the other fellow or hit him until 
he ‘Is beaten and physically unable to 
continue the bout. ‘ 

Still Can't Take It 

That may be one answer to’ the in- 
crease in deaths. The boxer, through 
the years, has concentrated on im- 


proving his attacking ability. But he 


,has not been able to increase his ab- 
ility to “take it,” for the human body 
can stand only so much before giving 
way. ei 

And it’s small wonder the body does 
give in after the beating it takes. 
Many of us wondered how the fighter 
with the swollen eyes, gashed fore-

‘Since the sport won't ate and fight- 
ers will, it appears up to the backers 
of the business to institute such com- 
plete safety regulations that the 
fighter stands the smallest possible 
chance of fatal injury. 

That can only, be achieved through 
medical examination. Thus doctors 
soon may be sitting at the ringside 
during bouts and examining fighters 
between rounds to see if they have suf 
fered any hidden head or internal 
injury.’ If; ‘they have, thé bout’ could 
be stopped immediately, thereby avoid 
ing possible additional injury. 

There would have to be additional 
safety measures- taken, but that one 
probably would help considerably to 
avoid any additional and unnecessary 
ring fatalities. ,

_ India’s main problem was explained 
as one of food supply rather than 
over-population, Pandit Nehru said 
his government hoped to close that 
gap in two years. To aid the recovery 
program, India needs wheat and lots 
of it, In fact she needs 1,000,000 fons 
of wheat. 


Western Canada farmers pricked up 
their ears at that. information, A new 
market for the produce of the west’s 
vast wheat fields is always welcome, 

There was no announcement before 
Prime Minister Néhru left as to how 
deeply the problem of supplying wheat 
to dollar-short India was discussed, 
But both government officials “and | 
Pandit Nehru admitted discussions 
on wheat did take place. 

There was also an indicatiom of 
possible good news for Canada’s rap- 
idly growing industrial plants. India 
needs machinery and technical know- 
how as well as wheat. She guarantéed 
western capital a fair and equal 
chance in Indian Investment, 

Historic Step P 

Just four days after Prime Minister 
Nehru spoke, people in the Commons 
galleries looked down. on another 
piece of history in the making. 

On the floor of the Commons the 
wordy, often tedious wrangling over 
the procedure Canada should opt 
to take upon herself; the right to. a- 
meng her .own constitution—the Bri- 
tish North America Act—drew to a 
close. 

With Progressive Conservative and 
Social Credit forces opposing the 
move bitterly to the end, the Com- 
mons adopted a resolution seeking for 
parliament the power to amend the 
constitution on matters. under federal | 
jurisdiction, 

Members approved an addreds to the 
United Kingdom parliament which 
has had sole’ power to make amend- 
ments to the Canadian constitution. 
A similar resolution now must pass 
the Senate before the legislation can 
be sent to the Uniteq Kingdom parlia- 
ment. 

There. was an ironic side to the 
scene on the floor of the House.
